of Dragoons, brought down his Men on foot ( their Horſes being at: 
Graſs) to oppoſe us 3. but they were quickly put to flight, flinging 
way their Arms, and leaving all their Tents, Baggage, Accoutre.' 
ments, the Standard of Maxwell, and two Pieces of Cannon , behind. 
them, , Upon this their Camp, which lay higher.up towards Xl/aloo, - 
drew out , but it was only to cover their Baggage, and to pet time-
